ide at the settlement, then transferred 
directly to the steamer and received 
aboard in clean disinfected sacks fur- 
nished by the postofflce authorities. 


At Honolulu the mail will be taken in 


these sacks directly to a room in the 
postofficf. used for disinfection! pur- 
poses and disinfected with formaldhyde 
without removal from 
the 
sacks in 


which they were received on the steam- 
er at the leper settlement. 
All Itters- are perforated or the corners 
clipped at the settlement before dis- 
infection. 


No cases of leprosy, tnesurgeon re- 


ports, has yet been discovered among 
the postoffice employes, although non- 
disiriCected mail from the leper settle- 
ment has been handled by them for 
many years.

number eight are put down by the po- 
lice as employes of Tarrsnt & Co. 


Not a single body, up to 10 o'clock last 


night, has been found in the ruins, 
though what looked like parts of bodies, 
havs been dug out. 
It is thought now 


that any remains found in the mass of 
debris will be unrecognizable, even 
should the workmen find them, becausa 
of the tremendous heat and the fusing of 
materials. 


For Instance, what were supposed to 


be parts of bodies taken from the ruins 
Tuesday night turned out, on examina- 
tion at the morgue, to be blackened 
pi cos of melted grum arable. Again, yes- 
terday, another mass was found which 
the workmen, first thought to be human 
flesh, hiit is now thought to be melted 
rubber. 
The searchers have found in 


tho ruins of the Home Made hotel a num- 
ber of articles, but whether their own- 
ers escaped or not is involved in mys- 
tery.

to the secretaryship has not yet been offi- 
cially confirmed, it Ms accepted on all 
sides as a settled thing. 


The Standard says: 
The appoint- 


ment of the Marquis of Lansdowne to 
be her majesty's principal secretary of 
state for foreig-n affairs Is an almost in- 
conceivable blunder. 
He has neither 


the character, qualifications nor expe- 
rience for such a post. The only plausible 
excv .,e for the appointment is that Lord 
Salisbury will still control the foreign 
office, while Lord Lansdowne relieves 
him of his routine duties. 


The Daily Mail, which professes to be 


unable to believe that such an appoint- 
ment is possible, says: 
If Lord Lans- 


downe is app%mted foreign secretary 
and some other gentleman of agreeable 
manners is made first lord of the ad- 
miralty, the country may lament a great 
opportunity lost forever. 


The Daily Chronicle says:

voted quite so "khaki" had it known of 
this appointment beforehand. 


The Daily News observes: 
Presum- 


ably the explanation of the appointment 
Is that Lord Salisbury wants a man he 
can easily control in foreign affairs, 
which would have been impossible if 
Mr. Chamberlain had been appointed. 
In fact, Lord Salisbury will still be the 
foreign minister, with Lord Lansdowne 
as his clerk.

There is no more striking example of 


fine and logical system than the claim 
department of a great street railroad cor- 
poration. 
Indeed it would be system 


run mad were it not for the fact that 
every link in tho lonf chain of event* 
which binds an accident to a settlement 
la, on the one hand, a safeguard to the 
company against fraud and, on the other, 
an assurance to the honest claimant that 
his case is receiving a careful and search' 
ing investigation. 


The number and variety of ths de- 


mjinds for damages made upon a street 
railroad corporation are surprising, but 
no matter how trivial or how serious a 
complaint may be all are treated exactly 
alike uriu all are bubject to the saiae rou- 
tine, whether it be Giuseppe Caponsac- 
chi, whose pushcart has lost a wheel, or 
the banker who has been thrown from 
his carriage. 


The claim department of one of the 


largest street railroad corporations in the 
country employs 70 men. Last year those 
70 men investigated nearly 20,000 claims 
and paid damages amounting to $700,000, 
an sverage of $35 a claim. The claim 
department has to contend with every 
sort of fraud, and it is partly to stamp 
fraud as fraud that an intricata system 
has been built up. 


Two cases illustrating the desire of the 


general public to "do" a railroad corpora- 
tion came up recently not 1,000 miles 
from New York. A servant girl who 
stuttered BO badly that she couldn't an- 
nounce a visitor's name without getting 
tangled asked a street railroad company 
for damages. She said that a car started 
suddenly and threw her to the pavement. 
When she recovered from the shock she 
found that she had an impediment in he- 
speech. It was proved to the satisfaction 
of every one except the girl and her law- 
yer that she had stuttered ever since she 
began to talk. 


In another instance a man who assert- 


ed that he had been permanently injured 
in a collision sued the company for $25,- 
000 damages. Two days before the trial 
the company's attorney invited him to 
compromise for $4,500. He declined. 
When the case came to trial, the judge 
dismissed it on the victim's own testi- 
mony. These instances may be excep- 
tions. If they are exceptions they prove 
a rule which points to the necessity for 
a careful and systematic investigation by 
the claim department of every claim pre- 
sented. 


It is interesting to trace the various 


steps which lead up to a settlement. Sup- 
pose a trolley car runs into a truck driv- 
en by John Doe of 100 East One Hun- 
dreth street. A wheel is knocked off the 
truck and John Doe hits the pavement 
with his head. The conductor and the 
motorman immediately jump from the 
car. Allowing John Doe to shift for him- 
self, they get the names and addresses of 
as many witnesses of the accident as pos- 
sible. When they finish their run, they 
fil) out blanks, \vhicli are kept at each 
depot. 


Certain questions on each blank must 


be answered— for example, the number 
of the car, the number of passengers 
aboard at the time of the accident, wheth- 
er night or day, whether an inspector was 
present, the policeman present and his 
number and so on at some length. It is 
always difficult to induce witnesses to 
give their names, and they are likely to 
hide behind fictitious names or the names 
of friends, n practice which sometimes 
leads to unplea&aut complications. 


The reports made by the motorman and 


conductor, \vith the names of the witness- 
es, are immediately referred to the cen- 
tral office, where the case is turned over 
to the chief investigator. _He sends his 
subordinates out to see the'witnesses. In 
as many cases as possible signed state- 
ments of the circumstances of the acci- 
dent are obtained. The reports of the 
investigators and the wagou builder are 
handed over to a force of typewriters, 
who transcribe the written statements 
and collocate them as "Case No. 18,000" 
or whatever number it may happen to be. 
The doctor who attended John Doe sends 
to the company a statement of the ex- 
tent of his patient's injuries, and the 
company's physician calls up the doctor 
on the telephone to get his professional 
opinion on Mr. Doe's case. Then "No. 
18,000'' goes to a reader. .< 


The duty of the reader is to examine 


carefully the papers in the case as put 
before him in the form of the reports 
from the investigating department. -He 
is supposed to separate the salient points 
from the mass of detail. He must report 
the number of witnesses seen, how many 
favor the company and how many favor 
the track and John Doe and whether hi 
his judgment the company is liable. Then 
he turns over the case to the claim ad- 
juster. Up to this point the investigation 
may have occupied two days or two 
weeks. 


The claim adjuster is a lawyer, with a 


lawyer's insight into human nature and 
a lawyer's appreciation of the power ot 
Mammon. 
He decides at just what 


price the company should settle and sends 
his men out to see John Doe end the 
owner of the truck. If these last are 
wise, they will sign receipts nnd accept 
what the company sends. If they aren't, 
the case will go to the courts. The price 
set by the claim adjuster is likely to b« 
final, and discretion is generally the bet- 
ter part of valor. 


This, in brief, is the process through 


which each of perhaps 20.000 claims must 
go. So thoroughly is the work done that 
no claimant ever receives excessive dam- 
Ciges. lie gets what he deserves and not 
a cent more. — New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

"Laugh and grow fat" is * saying thai 


contains a. deal of truth and is worthy of

In other words, laughter pro- 
motes the very best conditions for an in- 
crease of the vital processes—the tissues 
take up more nutritive material and the 
waste products are more promntiy re- 
moved. 


Not only is laughter an accompaniment 


and an expression of joy, bat it even 
creates joy. Often a good laugh, excited 
in spite of oneself will change the CUT* 
rent of thought and impart a general rosy 
tint to what was before of the deepest 
blue. 


This happy effect Is doe In part to the 


increased flow of blood to the brain and 
the consequent better working of the in- 
strument of thought and partly to the 
fact that when a mental state and a 
physical act are associated (the physical 
state being usually induced by the mental 
act) the performance of the physical act, 
even if at first perfunctory, will in time 
induce the mental state corresponding to 
it.The doctors have hardly yet learned 
what a valuable curative power there is 
in laughter. It is a precious and health 
giving tonic, often more efficacious than, 
bitters or iron and far pleasanter to 
take. 
Let the dyspeptic, the bilious, the mel- 


ancholy and those who seem to be wast- 
ing away without discoverable cause take 
a course of funny stories and humorous 
books, let them retire to their closets or 
to the woods and laugh out loud for % 
few minutes two or three times a day, 
and when they have done this a month or 
two let them tell their friends the secret 
of their improved health.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

DRAWING A TOOTH. 


It Was an Elephant'* and Required 


Some Remarkable Tool*. 


Human dentistry is a difficult enough 


science to practice, but to attend to the 
teeth troubles of animals is still more so. 


When the animal to be treated is an 


elephant, the problem becomes a big one 
in more senses than one. This was illua- 
trated in the City of Mexico, where a 
mammoth sufferer called Columbus wa» 
successfully relieved of a raging tooth. 


It is necessary to state that the trou- 


blesome tooth was 12 inches long, th» 
diameter at the root being no fewer than 
four inches. After the swollea gum had 
been thoroughly soaked with cocaine a 
three-quarter inch auger was used to 
make a hole through the offending tooth. 
To bore through solid iiviy is by as 
means an easy task, and the veterinary 
surgeons bad to handle the iustiumeat fa* 
turns. 


Wren then tho work had to be sus- 


pended every now and again, owing to 
the animal getting wrought up. On these 
occasions further doses of cocaine were 
injected, and after a couple of hoars' 
hard work a hole bad been successfully 
drilled through the tooth. A brief rest 
was then taken before the most impor- 
tant part of the work began. This con- 
sisted in running an iron rod through th» 
hole, the ends of which protruded about 
four inches on either side. 


A rope an inch in diameter which had 


been soaked in tar was then tied to e&cb 
end of the bar and twisted about the 
tooth in such * fashion that it would not 
slip. 


The preparations were completed by 


running part of the rope through a pul- 
ley, 
carrying it out and attaching it to 


the traces of four strong horses.

Clilnmiieu Prefer the Crude Medlea- 


ilou of Their Own FUyilcl*n». 


"You 
would thiuk that with as large a 


Chinese population as is possessed by 
Chicago Homo at least of the white physi- 
cians of the city would have a fair sized 
C'hinesL 
1 practice," remarked a physician 


a few evenings ago, "especially when it 
Is remembered that in this climate a 
great many of the Mongolians are given 
to various sorts of bodily ills." 


"Don't white physicians practice among 


the ChineseV" 


"Not to any extent. Once In awhile 


they are called in by some of the Chris- 
tianized and more intelligent of the Chi- 
namen, but the masses—those who are 
neither Christianized nor intelligent, ac- 
cording to our standards—will have noth- 
ing to do with a white doctor except as a 
last resort. And gome of them won't 
even then." 


".Make their own medicines, I sup- 


pose?" 


"No. They have their own doctor I 


forget his name, but he makes his head- 
quarters in one of the Chinatown stores. 
His presence is said to be so jealously 
guarded that few, if any, white persons 
ever come ia contact with him. He is a 
venerable looking chap, with gray hair 
and a straggling gray beard. Steel bowed 
spectacles serve to give him. a wise look. 
His prescriptions are filled from native 
drugs and herbs brought over from Chi- 
na by a New York firm of Chinese im- 
porters. A peculiar thing about a sick 
Chinaman is that he cannot be induced to 
take his medicine iu doses at regular in- 
tervals as we Americans do. He wants 
to feel that ho is doing something for his 
complaint when he swallows what is pre- 
scribed for him, find as a consequence tho 
Chinese doctor's medicine is administer- 
ed in doses of a pint or a quart each. 
Having taken one dose, the patient set- 
tles himself back to wait for the next day 
to bring the hour for taking another. I I 
suppose this custom has something to do , 
with the refusal of the Mongolians to 
have anything to do with American doc- 
tors and their doses of a spoonful or two 
every hour or half hour. 


"The Chinese doctor's charges are only 


a quarter a visit, so that he has the ad- 
vantage of us on the score of cheapness 
too. 
In extreme cases, like advanced 


stages of consumption, for Instance, I 
have been cal'«^l upon several times, but 
never to attend a patient afflicted with 
ony ordinary ill, while scaicely one out 
, 


of all the hundred odd physicians of _my 
acquaintance ha» ever been into China- 
r.-ivn professionally at 
all."—Chicago •

Country Financial Houses More Fr«e 


and Easy Tlian City One«. 


'"If there is one place more than an- 


other that is business from start to finish 
and repeat," said the man who gets 
around occasionally, "it is a city bank. 
The big ones are almost oppressive in 
their formality, and t-ven the little ones 
on side streets don't encourage a man 'to 
loaf and invite his soul' after he has at- 
tended to what he came there for. 
But 


it is very different in the country, espe- 
cially in the south. In the town down 
there where I spend a few weeks every 
year there are three banks, all good ones 
of a quarter of a million capital each 
and with handsome buildings, but instead 
of the narrow, penned up accommoda- 
tions for cubtomers ns is the rule i.n city 
banks their rooms arc commodious, and 
they are furnished with chairs and desks 
to write at and plenty o£ cuspidors for 
the tobacco chewers. The clerks are be- 
hind railings and counters, but theirs 
are tha restricted quarters, and most of 
the space is set apart for the comfort 
and convenience of customers. They are 
the general meeting places for farmers 
and other visitors to town, and during 
business hours they are never empty. 


"The work of the bank goes on just 


the same, for everybody is used to that 
sort of thing, and the crowd outside, 
more like a barroom than a bank, laughs 
and talks and chews tobacco as if that 
were part of the banking business. la 
the summer afternoons the big armchairs 
are carried out into the shade, if the 
bank happens to be on the shady side of 
the street, aad they decorate with their 
occupants the whole street front of the 
building. In the winter there is a big 
stove, red hot most of the time, that 
nvikcs it pleasant for the people who, 
have ridden five or ten miles through, the 
cold, and the crowd is thicker than ever 
because the weather is not propitious for 


rum of the city bank in the country, and 
I am sure if any man with newfangled 
notions were to attempt to conduct, a 
bank on such lines he wouldn't get 
enough business to declare a centennial 
dividend of a quarter of 1 per cent.

If 
it can't stand the test of being enforc- 
ed, it hnd better be wiped out. The 
law books of cities and states are too 
greatly encumbered already with laws 
which tho people do not want enforced 
and which are honored principally by 
forgetting them." 


It should be stated thnt the curfew 


had been in force here for a year more 
than a year ago, and at that time this 
paper printed the interview referred to 
above.

The "Washington correspondent of the 


Springfield Kopublcan says, concern- 
ing the census figures published Tues- 
day: 


Massachusetts will certanly gain a 


member of congress when tho appor- 
tionment is made under the new cen- 
sus. It is obvious that the populous 
states of then ortheast and some of 
those of the west will gain at the ex- 
pense of the south under any basis of 
apportionment which may be selected. 
The house of representatives now con- 
tains 357 s-e.ifs. This number of seats, 
by a rather remarkable coincidence, 
could be distributed under the ne-w ap- 
portionment on the basis of 200,000- 
population to each 
district without 


making- it necessary to add or subtract 
from the total number. There would 
be some large remainders in several 
states, however, and some of those 
with the largest remainders 
would 


have theirp resent representation re- 
duced upon this basis. 


If nine additional seats were distri- 


buted among states having remainders 
of 140,000 or more, there would be only 
a few states which would suffer a re- 
duction of their membership. 
The 


house would then consist; of 336 mem- 
bers, and the only states suffering a 
loss would be Indiana, Kansas, Maine, 
Nebraska and Virginia, each losing 
one member. The remainders are so 
small in theso cases that the house 
would hardly be justified in giving 
them an additional number unless The 
membership were great.'y 
increased. 


The states making gains under this 
apportionment would be Illinois, two 
members; Louisana, one member; Mas- 
sachuetts, 
one member; 
Minnesota, 


two members; Mississippi, one mem- 
ber; New Jersey, one member; New 
York, two members; Pennsylvania, one 
member; Texas, two members; and 
West Virginia, one member.

Thus in the- early miocene tertiary Eu- 
rope was tenanted by a host of speciot 
closely akin to those that now form our 
admirable American broad leaved for- 
ests. The magnolias, the gurus and tha 
tulip trees were then as well developed 
in Europe as they are in this country. 
Suddenly all these species disappeared 
from the old world. There is no reason 
to believe that the change was due to 
tn alteration in climate.

It is a very reasonable con- 
jecture that that alteration was brought 
about by the invasion of an insect ene- 
my which may have been the ancestor 
of the gypsy moth.—Professor N. S. Sta- 
ler in Forester.

There has been a significant manifes- 


tation of public opinion In England re- 
cently upon a point of which America 
should lake the fullest cognizance. 
American competition, principally in 
ioreigu or colonial markets, has reach- 
ed such proportions that Great Britain 
Is now thoroughly alarmed. It is near- 
ly eight years since the London corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun began 
pointing out in letters and cable dis- 
patches the almost limitless opportuni- 
ties open to American manufacturers 
to secure trade then almost exclusively 
in British hands. American enterprise 
has not been slow in taking advantage 
of the situation, but it is only recently 
that serious apprehension has been 
aroused in England. 


Even now the chief cause of Ameri- 


can success is not recognized except In 
the engineers' trades, and there British 
manufacturers are unable to cope with 
It. The fatal handicap of the British 
employer, as American manufacturers 
ore fully aware, is the arbitrary restric- 
tton,of tbe trades unions, which limit 
to an ai/surd extent the amount of 
work which men and machines shall 
do. This limitation, is quite distinct 
from the regulation of the hours of 
labor with which trades unions in all 
countries deal, and the effect of the 
application Is to make labor, when 
measured by actual accomplishment in- 
etead of by daily wages, far more ex- 
pensive in England than anywhere in 
the world. It will be, a long time be- 
fore British workmen realize the sui- 
cidal nature of their policy. Meantime 
British markets will remain at the mer- 
cy of American and German competi- 
tion. 


Ignorance of the true nature of the 


situation Is manifested everywhere in 
the widespread discussion of the situa- 
tion now filling the press. The danger 
of Americans securing vast contracts 
for railway extension in South Africa 
Is the principal text of the debate. 
There are loud demands that English 
manufacture be a condition of all con- 
tracts, to which a few sane writers 
protest with the obvious question, 
•Why should South Africa be heavily 
taxed unnecessarily for the benefit of 
a few 'English manufacturers? No- 
body, strangely enough, undertakes to 
discover that English firms cannot 
deliver goods within a reasonable time 
and at prices within 20 per cent of 
American quotations. It seems to be 
taken quite for granted that the whole 
explanation lies in America's supe- 
rior natural advantages. The truth is 
that this accounts for culy perhaps 10 
per cent of the British handicap. The 
following from the London Daily Tele- 
graph gives an idea of the present 
Btate of the British mind: 


"The British people are desperately 


anxious to seetthe America's cup bacS 
in the old country, but they prefer 
even more to know that the fastest 
mail steamer has her home In the 
docks of the Mersey. Competition Is 
becoming remorseless, and the days of 
monopoly are receding swiftly into the 
past. 
Not many years ago such an 


angry outcry as that raised at the 
statement that great engineering con- 
tracts in South Africa had been placed 
In the United States would have been 
Impossible. The British iron and steel 
masters would have laughed incredu- 
lously at the suggestion that American 
rivals could produce work more quick- 
ly aud cheaply than themselves. There 
is no such laughter today. The British 
public has not forgotten that an Amer- 
ican bridge crosses the Atbara, and 
that it was placed there by Anjerican 
engineers, because no British^ firm 
could guarantee its completion within 
six months of the time specified on the 
other side of the Atlantic. Whatever 
the reasons were the fact remains a 
standing reminder that the race is to 
the swift."

New Tine POP Wood Pulp. 


Wood pulp is being converted into a 


new substance of industrial value, says 
the Minneapolis Times. A French re- 
View describes the process as one of 
prolonged beating of tbe pulp. 
Con- 


tinued for a long time, this converts 
tho substance into a thick viscid liquid 
without a trace of fiber. \Yhen this is 
dried, the hard material which results 
Is called celluith. Suitable colors arc 
added, the substance heated and the 
liqilor passed through a sieve, from 
which it drops like thick honey.

OG per cent of water which it contains 
is then evaporated, the pulp remaining 
hardens, and a hornlike material which 
may be worked into various articles is 
produced. 


Frozen Ammunition. 


The latest development of science 


provides that ships can go to sea with 
frozen ammunition. A method of util- 
izing liquefied air on warships has been 
discovered which will render the explo- 
sion of a magazine, even when the ship 
Is in action, almost impossible, says the 
Scranton Truth.

Interesting Mnslnnl Recollection* of 


tbe Fiimons PUilolonint. 


In a book of autobiographical rem- 


iniscences under the title of "Auld 
Lang Syne," prepared by the late Pro- 
fessor F. Max Miller and published by 
Charles Scribner's Sons, the following 
account of the fnruous philologist's 
first ambition is taken: 


Max M tiller's first ambition was to 


be a musician. 
The little town of 


Dessau, the capital of the duchy of 
Aiihn.lt Dessau, in Germany, where 
he was born and brought up, was per- 
vaded with an atmosphere of music 
nnd poetry, says the New York Her- 
ald. His father's house was naturally 
u rendezvous for both musicians and 
poets. 
The father died when Max 


was only 4 years of age, but Fran 
MuHer and her sisters, as accomplish- 
ed singers, kept up the traditions of 
the house. 


Max himself developed a good voice 


at an early age, and could sing all the 
songs of his mother and his aunts 
When he was so small that he had to 
be placed on a table to show off his 
accomplishments. 
When he was 5 


years old, a neighbor, a teacher of 
music, asked him whether he would 
like to learn the pianoforte. 


"I, of course, said yes, and he then 


bade me promise to come to him every 
day for half an hour, but not to say a 
word to my mother or to anybody else. 
The bargain was struck; I kept my 
music quite secret, till after about 
half a year or so,^I sat down at my 
grandfather's pianoforte, and to 'the 
amazement of everybody played some 
easy pieces of Mozart or Diabelli. Of 
course the young theological student— 
his name was Kahle—was engaged at 
once to be my music master. 
He 


charged 5 groschen (sixpence) for a 
lesson, and I made very rapid prog- 
ress." 


Mendelssohn, who was a friend of 


the family, did not encourage the boy 
in his idea of adopting a musical ca- 
reer. 
Indeed, as the boy grew into 


early youth he found that he could not 
serve two masters. He could not prac- 
tice and study music as it ought to be 
studied and practiced without neglect- 
ing Greek and Lntin, and as life be- 
came more serious his mind was more 
and more drawn to the classics ant] 
away from music. Another considera- 
tion which determined his choice—there 
was much deafness in his family. His 
mother lost her hearing when she was 
still young. Others of his relatives 
suf- 


fered from the same affliction, and this 
Induced him, young as lie was, to 
choose a profession which should be 
possible even if he fell under the hered- 
itary ban. 


"I could not think of medicine or law 


or the church, so I said to myself, 
'Keep to Greek aud Latin; try" to be a 
scholar.' A professorship was my high- 
est ambition, but I thought that even 
if that should fail I might find n quiet 
Benedictine cell somewhere and sup- 
port myself by my pen. So music had 
to step into the background, not alto- 
gether, but so as not to interfere with 
more serious work." 


Nevertheless he records that music 


has of ten helped his pilgrimage through 
life. 
"Both in. Paris aud inter ou in 


London many a house «ns open to inr 
which would have remained closed to 
a mere scholar. Musicians also alw«3> 
took an interest in the son of the poet, 
\Vilhelru Muller, whose songs had been 
Bet to music not only by Schubert, but 
by many other popular composers. 1 
well remember when tollirg Jenny 
Lind whose son I was, how she held up 
her hands and said: 'What? The sou 
Of the poet of the Muilcrlieder? Now, 
Bit down,' she said, 'and let inc sing you 
the "Sclione Mullorin." ' And she be- 
gan to sing and sang nil the principal 
songs of that sad idyl, just moving her 
head and hands a little, but really 
net- 


ing the whole story as no nctress on 
the Stage could have acted it."

LOWG DRAWN OUT LAWSUITS. 


Some Ca.scn Tlmt Have Been In the 


Court* For Centuries. 


If, as the proverb says, "Fools and ob- 


stinate men make Uv;yers rich," France 
may especially pride "herself on folly and 
stubbornness, for three French lawsuits 
have together occupied a period many 
years longer than the Christian era. 


It is little more than DO years ago that 


France saw the conclusion of a lawsuit 
which was begun in the early days of the 
thirteenth century, when John was king 
of England and when the Magna Char- 
ta was still unsigned or even framed. 
The legal ball was started on its six cen- 
turies and more of rolling by the Comte 
de Nevers, who had a grievance against 
the good citizens of Donzay, and the feud 
thus started was maintained no less than 
638 years. 


Forty-four years later, in 1234, two 


other lawsuits saw light which, between 
tiirm, have lasted nearly 13 centuries. In 
both ta-es the citizens of Oar.iv'n, which 
must h:iie a mania for litigation, were 
the [il;rntiu's, and the defendants were 
the inhabitants of neighboring towns and 
villages, while the subject of dispute was 
the right to pasturage and forests. 


Compared with these forensic veterans 


n lawsuit which has survived five centu- 
lics only i= comparatively n callow youth; 
but, as it is still nourishing, there are 
hopes that it may yet qualify for a place 
among "legal Methuselahs." 
Russia is 


the scene of this lawsuit, which was 
commenced in the second year of Henry 
V (1400 A. D.). The defendants are the 
inhabitants of a Russian city, and the 
claim is for the restoration of a certain 
valuable estate which the city had wrong- 
fully, as is alleged, included within its 
boundaries. 


Some years before Oliver Cromwell 


was born, when good Queen Bess was 
still on the throne of England, the good 
people of Burgsian, in Bavaria, com- 
menced an action against a neighboring 
baron, for the recovery of a large forest 
which had, according to their views, 
been wrongfully taken from them. 
For 


more than three centuries this case has 
dragged its weary length through Ba- 
varian courts and has brought grist to 
the mills of ten generations of lawyers, 
and still it remains as unsettled as when 
it began its century march. 


Just at the time when Cook was start- 


Ing on his first journey around the world, 
and while Wordsworth and Scott were 
not even ready for the cradle, a Hun- 
garian bishop died intestate, and hun- 
dreds of clamorous relatives claimed his 
large estates. Litigation commenced, but 
was delayed for some years owing to 
the 
disturbed condition of Hungary, 


which was invaded by the Turks, and 
when at last the courts got a chance the 
number of claimants for the bishop's 
property had reached 1,000. 


A century passed, and the family fued 


was still being fought out in, the courts 
until it was clear that if it lasted much 
longer there would be nothing to divide. 
In the end, after 120 years of wrangling, 
the pitiful remnant of £2,000 was divid- 
ed equally among the claimant* (now 
numbering 2,000), each plaintiff receiv- 
ing £1 as his share. The eloquent moral 
of this case is that of every £12 of the 
original estate £11 went to the lawyers 
and £1 only to the relatives, from which 
it would appear that it is better to be a 
lawyer thaa a litigant. 


Still, on the -tthole, the claimants may 


consider themselves fortunate in rescuing 
even a sovereign apiece from the hands 
of the spoili'is, for in or • inenorable 
case, Paiker 
versus D- 
. which 


struggled on for nearly h 
a century, 


the legal machinery was only finally stop- 
ped when it had absorbed the l.'ist penny 
of the disputed estate.

THE WONDROUS STORY OF THE DOC-

"The doctrine of averages is a wonder- 


ful thing," t.aid a prominent New Or- 
leans insurance man, chatting in liia ollice 
u few days ago. "It is tile I'oundution of 
all Hiieces-sful life insurance, and befuie 
sufficient data v.'i re JU-cuiniihited to form I 
the basis of the eiiU'iiliitums we employ i 
today there was no such tiling as a per- | 
fectly safe and stable company, uo mat- 
ter how lar.'io a capital it might possess. 
Now all that i.s i-h.inged. 
We have the 


carefully compiled stuti.stics of more tliiin 
u hundred years, and \\e are able to lig- 
ure out to a nicety the average life of 
civilized men. 
We can't tell how long 


you personally ure going to live, but we 
can tell with marvelous cxnctness how 
long 10,000 men of your age and general 
condition will survive upon the average. 


"The modern 'mortality table,' as it is 


called, is a itrikins example of patient 
research and sagacious reasoning. It is 
built up frora the vital statistics of thou- 
sands of towns aud cities and covers 
from three to four generations. Without 
it we would be completely at sea, for we 
would Imve uo means of determining how 
much we should charge a policy holder in 
installments, otherwise premiums, for a 
certain sum, payable at his death. By its 
aid we are able to compute the amount 
to a nicety, and, while some die earlier 
and some later, the average will hit the 
figures of the mortality table to within 
less than SO days. 
When you come to 


think about it, that is an astonishing 
achievement, aud we are growing more 
and more accurate all the time. We are 
going further and further iuto details and 
finding out the precise effec-t of different 
conditions and climate and surroundings 
and vocations on the duration of life. 
The mortality statistics of the future will 
be as exact as the multiplication table. 


"This great principle or the doctrine of 


averages," continued the insurance man, 
"is being rapidly extended into curious 
and interesting side fields. 
The bond 


companies which furnish surety for all 
kinds of employees, public and private, 
simply insure men's honesty and do it on 
exactly the samp basis that other compa- 
nies insure men's lives. Instead of mor- 
tality tables they use what might be call- 
ed 'probity tables.' 
They calculate, in 


other words, v. hat percentage of men will 
steal among a thousand or 10,000 trusted 
servants, surrounded by certain similar 
temptations, and their figures are based 
on exact records. There is no sentiment 
about the matter. They say, in effect, to 
an applicant for a bond, 'The odds that 
you will turn thief are 1 to 400 or 1 to 
BOO or whatever the case may be, and we 
are willing to assume the ribk for such a 
sum, payable annually.' 


"All sorts of side questions are being 


probed into: Is an employee more likely 
to stcrl from a corporation than from an 
individual? Are married men more or 
less honest than, bachelors? At what age 
do most cases o* embezzlement occur? 
These and many other questions are be- 
1ns rigidly investigated, the tendency J)e- 
ing to reduce the business to more and 
more of an exact science and incidentally 
to reduce the premiums, because it goes 
without saying that the greater the ac- 
curacy of the calculations the slighter 
will be the risk. The old style of getting 
a bond was to go to a friend and ask him 
to hazard a considerable amount on your 
integrity as a personal favor. 
It was 


embarrassing to both sides. 
The new 


style is to go to a surety company, which 
replies: 'All right, sir. 
Please step up 


and have your honesty measured on our 
scale of averages.' In time the breaking 
strain of all men will be correctly graded. 
It won't mean that any particular chap 
in, for instance, the '$10,000 class' will 
steal when he gets a chance to secure 
that amount of plunder, but that a speci- 
fied number in, say, 20.000 will be moral- 
ly certain to succumb before such a temp- 
tation.

MEETING HELD IN BOSTON TODAY 


President Carter of Williams College 


Presented the Request. 
Need of 


One 
Becoming 
imperative. 


Over Third of School Would 


Make Use of It 


The regular meeting of the state 


hoard of education was held in Boston 
today, and President Carter of Wil- 
liams college, who is chairman of the 
vistiing committee for the state nor- 
mal ."choul in this city, presented a 
request from Principal F. F. Murdock 
that the sta'e l^oard approve the plan 
01' going to the legislature for an ap- 
propriation for a dormitory. 


Kver s'lice the noiiivil school was 


built here, it has bet u recognized that 
a dormitory was needed, and was to 
be one of the things of the future. In 
the opinion of Principal llurdock and 
those most interested in the school, the 
time has now come u hen the nevd is 
imperative, and it is the hope that the 
plan may be carried through so that 
the dormitory may be built next sea- 
son. 


The arguments in favor of it are 


strong, and in the minds of the men 
who 
have looked into 
the 
matter, 


should be conclusive to the state board. 
The total registration of the 
.School 


during- the year averages about 100 
pupils. Of this number, at the present 
time there are £! pupils who are board- 
ing in private houses. In addition to 
this, there are about 30 more \\ ho car- 
ry lunch and eat at the school at noon, 
most of whom would in all probability 
prefer to take dinner at a dormitory 
of there were one. 


Then there are IB teachers, all of 


whom would be glad tu find suitable 
accommodations provided in a dormi- 
tory, rather than be compelled to seek 
acc-omodations outside. 


This makes considerably over a third 


of the school, teachers and pupils, for 
whom the new building is wanted now, 
with many more who would use it for 
dinners. 


Col. 
E. B. Stoddard of Worcester, a 


member of the state board, who wasat 
the time of the building of the scKool 
chairman of the building committee, 
was in the city last week, and inspected 
theproperty to see the grading work. 
He investigated the matter 'of a dor- 
mitory, an'd was heartily in sympathy 
with it, recognizing the need. 
It is 


not expected that the board will take 
action today, but during the fall will 
decide the matter. The Framingham 
school made a request for a dormitory 
last year, and may renew its request 
this ytar. 


No plans have ever been prepared 


for the dormitory should it be built, 
but in laying out the grounds it was 
the intention to provide room for the 
building southwest of the principal's 
house, so that it would be symetrical 
with the school building with respect 
to the residence. 


In view of the number who at the 


present time would want accommoda- 
tions, and to provide for future growth, 
the dormitory would probably need to 
have about 50 living rooms, bes-ides the 
parlors and 
dinirfe room. The plan 


would be to have the building similar 
in design and construction to those now 
there.

An 
Important Life Insuranca Case 
Involving Policy for $10,000 


The supreme court of the state of 


Illinois has just handed down a deci- 
sion in favor of the Berkshire Life in- 
surance company of Pittsfield which 
ends one 'of the hardest fought legal 
battles before the courts of that state 
relating to substitution in insurance 
business. The case was one in which 
many insurance companies have been 
deeply interested. It was a conspiracy 
where $10,000 was at stake and where 
ample funds were forthcoming to fight 
the case to the highest courts. 


The perpetrators of the fraud have 


not been punished, for the company 
defending the claim was unable to lo- 
cate the man who was examined for 
the insurance.

He 
was a man of fine physique and in 
perfect health and the examination was 
approved by a Chicago surgeon, a man 
of the highest rank in his profession. 


On the following April, 1899. Sheldon 


was reported to have died. The com- 
pany instigated an examination into 
the circumstances of his death and it 
was positively shown that the man died 
'of consumption of an advanced stage 
The compar.iy proved by exhuming the 
body that Sheldon had been suffering 
from the disease for years. 


The examination of the lungs of the 


man showed that thej' were badly de- 
cayed and" that the disease had existed 
for a long period and that Sheldon was 
not the man who had been presented 
for exa inin'i t ion. 


With these facts the company de- 


clined to pay the policy which was 
presented with.the proof of death by 
'one Henry Schtiltz of Chicago, who 
presented with the proof an interest in 
the policy, the man, Schultz claiming 
that he had advanced the deceased 
$GOOO. 


Schultz brought the suit against the 


Berkshire companly and it was tried in 
Chicago. The company proved to the 
satisfaction of the jury that when the 
policy was- issued Sheldon was entirely 
unfit for insurance and that a healthy 
person had been substituted for the 
examination. 
The jury found for the 


company antl the plaintiff took an ap- 
peal. 


Now the highest court of that state 


has handed down a decision which sus- 
tained the Berkshire

insurance 


company in every particular. The case 
was one that -was carefully followed by 
the members of the Chicago bar in 
view of the many interesting points 
that were presented by the defense.
